SCHOOL REPORT. 


The School Board respeeifully submit to the citizens of Wind- 
ham this, their fourth annual report. ‘Town schools have been 
taught the pust year in all our districts except No. 6, whose 
scholars have attended school in districts No. 2 and 38. Number 
of weeks schooling in each of the six districts, 26, an excess of 
two weeks over last year. Within two years quite a uumber of 
the oldest an | best scholars have vraduated, so that our «schools are 
not so far advanced at the present time as formerly, but others are 
rapidly coming on to fill their places. Sickness has prevailed in 
the schools the past autumn to an unusual extent, which unavoid- 
ably reduced the average attendance, and detracted much from the 
interest and success of the schools. 

But sickness cannot be charged with the non-atitendance of 
scholars in all cases. Many have been allowed to retire from 
school for other reasons. 

We believe all the teachers employed the past year endeay- 
ored to do their duty faithful y and to the *‘best of their ability,” 
but some were more successful than others. Those who fit them- 
selves for teachers and engage in that occupation, hay« every in- 
ducement to do the best they can to succeed. Each one has a rep- 
utation to build up and maintain, and that reputation d-pends up- 
on her suecess as really as that of any other profession. Teachers 
of the young oecupy a very important and responsible pesition, and 
are in constant need of all the aid and encouragement ‘he friends 
of education can give them.

NUMBER ONE. 


Both terms of this school were taught by Miss Lucinda T. 
Carlton of Derry. Miss Carlton is a successful and experienced 
teacher, who enters into her work with an untiring energy and 
labors most earnestly for the best good of those under her care. 
Many of the scholars are quite young, but all gave ample evidence 
of being most thoroughly instructed. The school appeared well at 
the close of each term ; a good number of parents and others were 
present. Little Johnnie Wilson, only 4 years, 8 months old, won 
much praise by spelling a long list of words; and May Alexander, 
less than 7 years of age, evinced a remarkable knowledge of the 
multiplication table. . This district is well united in all matters 
relating to their school, hence its success year after year. 


NUMBER TWO. 

The first term was in charge of Mrs. Lizzie L. Eastman. of 
Pelham. At the commencement of the school, it was deficient in 
order, but as the term advanced there was a decided improve- 
ment in the government. At the close the order was. very good, 
and the scholars gave evidence of having made very commendable 
progress in their various studies. 

The fall term was taught by Miss Mary K.. Morrill of Derry, 
who labored hard to keep a well-regulated school, but. some of the 
older scholars were unwilling to render cheerful obedience to her 
requirements. <A spirit of rebellion sprang up and four of the 
scholars retired from school. Those that remained were. well 
governed and well instructed. The closing examination was very 
creditable to the teacher and scholars. 

The school room bas been made much more pleasant and 
sunny by cutting some of the shade trees and. trimming, some 
others Many thanks are due Mr. Daniel Gage of Lowell for 
eranting leave to trim some pines standing on his land just.in rear 
of the house. 

NUMBER THREE. ; 

Miss Edna A. Clark of Derry taught. the first term. She 
Was anxious to advance those under her care, but the results were 
not so good as we hoped for, from ber success last year in No.

The next term was in charge of Miss Louise M. Morrill of 
Derry, who was mild but firm i her management.

The closing examination was very fair. A good number of 
listeners were present, as was the case also at the clese of the 
summer term. 4 

NUMBER FOUR. 

Mis. Eva M. Robinson of this town was teacher of the spring 
term. Shehas had many year’s successful experience as a teacher 
in this town and elsewhere. The school was well governed and 
well instructed, and geod advance made in the various branches. 


The closing review was very creditable to teacher and scholars. 


end oe close attention from a goodly number of parents and 
others. ecitations and singing by the whole school added much 
to the ee eure 

The fall term was taught by Miss Hattie M. Smith of this 
town.

In 
this school are several fine scholars, the best in town, considering 
their age. Reading and writing reccivedsmuch atteation. All 
recitations were prompt and loud. enough to be heard. Many

NUMBER SEVEN. 

The first term was taught by Miss Hattie M. Smith of this 
town. ‘The number of scholars is small but.the teacher was suc- 
cessful in interesting them in their various studies, good order was 
maintained throughout the term, and very commendable inprove- 
ment made by all. Mental arithmetic received much attention. 
The closing exercises showed that much had been accomplished 
during the term. — 

The fall term was in charze of Miss Jennie Lowe of Derry. 
She soon won the love and esteem of all under her care and the 
lonz term of sixteen weeks was a success. The review on the last 
day was very satisfactory to all present. Number seven school is 
the smallest in town, but in several respects its record for the year 
is the best. Forty-eight visits were made to this school during 
the fall term, the largest number reported in any register. Ofthe 
six pupils attendirg the first term, three were perfect in attend- 
ance, and no marks of tardiness appear against any scholar for the 
Whole year. ‘The average deportment for the first term, was 
96 for one scholar, 100 for the other five. In the fall term, all 
were marked 100. Both teachers of this school were beginners 
11 the art of teaching, and with a little more experience both will 
make very good teachers. 


Fund Schools. 


~The fall terms of school in district No. 2 and 4 closed Novem- 
ber 22d. In connection with the fund schools in those districts, 
there were three weeks of town school. Miss Hattie lL. Coolidge 
of Chester was put in charge of the winter term in district No. 2. 

At our first visit the school was very quiet, orderly and_ studi- 
ous; Miss Coolidge by her mild yet decided manner, had evidently 
won the respect and good will of those under her care, and the 
good feeling which existed between teacher and scholars has not 
abated. We believe the school will prove a decided success.

Miss Lucinda T. Carlton of Derry teacher; Miss Carleton had 
but few scholirs but she had wood success in’ advaneme them in 
their various studies, ‘Phere were fourteen citizens present at the 
close of the term, and all appeared gratified with the appearance 
of the school. All seem21 to va lerstvv] well the ground gone 
over which is of vastly more importance thra is t3 £0 eo “through 
the book.” ‘What is worth doing, is worth domg well,” Miss 
Carlton says in the register, ‘‘the charts have beeome to us, 
even the short time we have had them, not only a necessity, but 
also a luxury.’

submission to prenge authority. ‘‘Order is heaven's frst law,” 
and without order little can be aceomplished in the sexool reom, 
The former custom of teachers ‘*bearding around” had seme ad- 
vantages. It gave an opportunity for a mutual aequsintance of 


arents and teacher, it also gave the teacher an lnsig!t into the 
Pp ’ o the 


Ly. 


ways and methods used by parents in governing and training their 
children at home, which was somatimes a help in managing them 
in school, 

The registers afford evidence that our schools are visited fre- 
quently, but the name of a voter and tax payer is seldom found 
recorded. **The fathers where are they?’ Have they less in- 
terest than the mothers’ in their children’s education? Their fre- 
quent presence in the schoo’ room would have a wonderful effect 
upon the whole school. It would greatly encourage the teacher 
in her work, and stimulate the scholars in theirs. ‘Teachers need 
the constant sympathy and co-operation of parents. Be cautious 
about speaking disparagingly of teaehers at any time, and es- 
pecially before the children.

It is gratifying to know that fifteen of our young people are at- 
tending Pinkerton Academy at the present time, most of whom 
are recent graduates of our schools. We hope many of them are 
intending to become teachers in the near future. There seems no 
good reason why we should depend so largely upon other towns to 
supply us with teachers. 

By vote of the district at its last annual mecting, $120 was 


_ placed in the hands cof the School Board + with. which. to» supply 


our schools with Welbster’s dictionaries and outline! maps. The- 
five schools that. lacked dictionaries were supplied in the spring. 
To seleet suitable maps was ound a difficult task. Much time 
and some money was spent in examining ‘various ‘kinds, some 
were too small, others too large and expensive. Late in the fall 
after some of the schools had closed we bad an opportunity of ex- 
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aimining the *‘Complete School Charts” published by Ivison, 
Blakeman & Co., and finally purchased seven sets. They include, 
besides excellent ow!line maps, many diagrams and illustrations of 
physiology, penmanship, drawing and other subjects. Three sets 
have been in use in our witter schouls, and have proved very

attractive and Telpful. We felt justified in slightly exceeding the 
appropriation for maps on account of the liberal discount obtained. 

The text-book law, that came into force the Ist of Jan.. 1890, 
will necessitate an appropriation by the tow) for the parchase of 
school books. To carry out the provisions of the law will increase 
the labors an] responsibilities of the School Board. ~There has 
been no change in the text-books used in town since 1885. There 
is much complaint about the large arithmetic and the grammar 
now in use. No doubt changes for the better car be m de, but 
what changes to make is au important problem of difficult solution. 
The world, and especially Boston, is full of school books. and 
every dealer is anxieus to sell. Tt is said that :‘every crow thinks 
her own voung the whites,” an soit is with the book agents, 
their books ave the very best and cheapest in the marsef. We 
think it would have oo much better if our state had followed the 
example of Vermont in reqniring uniformity of books throughout 
each county, or the whole state, with a commission composed of 
a few competent persons to make the sclectien.
